MEXICO: PEOPLE INDIGNANT. 
‘Gor Stone | Refused to Commute Don- 
nelly’s Sentence Until Requested 
to Do 80 by the qurers.

MEXICO, Mo., March 2i,—‘‘It is the most 
contemptibie and disgraceful article I ever 
saw in any paper,” is the manner in which 
a prominent lawyer of this city expressed 
himself in regard to me article in yester- 
day’s Republic, headed ‘Traffic in Pardons.’ 
And this is practically the unanimous senti- 
ment of all the people, without regard to 
their political or religious belief. It is gen- 
erally thought that some person in ‘his city 
has furnished the Republic with the data 


for the article, and this fact has only intens!- 
fied the contempt in which that sheet is 
held. 

Your correspondent has spoken to several 
of the most prominent citizens who were 
interested ir. securing the commutation of 
Donnelly’s sentence, and each of them pro- 
nounced the article in question a tissue of 
falsehood and misrepresentation from be- 
ginning to end. Everybody in Awdrain Coun- 
ty is perfectly familiar with all the details 
of this case, and its attempt do make po- 
litical capital out of the matter has lost the 
Republic’ what few. friends it had here 
among the better class of citizens. 

The facts concerning Donnelly’s crime are: 
Joe Donnelly and one Will McKinney were 
arrested for killing a woodchopper named 
Sam Turner. McKinney was tried and ac- 
quitted. Donnelly was tried and sentenced to 
hang. The case was taken to the Supreme 
Court and affirmed. Donnelly was without 
money and. his mother a poor woman. The 
people of Audrain County and of Mexico 
vigorously protested against the boy being 
hung on the evidence of McKinney, who 
was with him when the murder was com- 
mitted; and was turned scot free. . 


The facts in connection with the commu- 
tation of Donnelly’s sentence are as follows: 
After the finding of the lower court had 
been confirmed by the Supreme Court sev- 
eral citizens circulated a petition asking 
Gov. Stone to commute the death sentence 
to Mte imprisonment. Over 2.000 signatures 
were secured to these petitions, including 
every county officer, except Prosecuting At- 
torney, lawyers, ministers, business men, 
farmers and others. In fact, only four or 
five men to whom the petitions were pre- 
sented refused to sign them. 

A commiitee consisting of Hon. W. H. 
Kennan, C. M. Lackland, F. R. Jesse and 
S. B. Cook was selected to present these 
petitions to Gov. Stone. These petitions 
were simply a request for commutation, 
based on the ground that it would best 
subserve the interests of justice and the 
community. Mr. Kennan was not of the 
counsel for Donnelly, as was stated in the 
Republic. 

After thoroughly weighing all the argu- 
ments advanced by this committee Gov. 
Stone wrote a letter to Mr. Kennan, refus- 
ing to interfere with the decision of the 
court, and clearly defining his reasons there- 
for. This letter was shown to several per- 
sons, and no effort was made to keep its 
contents a secret. Neither did Gov. Stone 
at any time request its return, as it is now in 
the possesion of Mr. Cook. In it Gov. Stone 
stated that while he respected the sentiment 
of the people and the motives which prompt- 
ed their action, yet there was nothing in the 
papers justifying his interference in the 
matter except sentiment. ’ 


The purport of this letter was published 
in all the papers in this locality, and the 
fact of his action telegraphed to the St. 
Louis papers, both from this city and 
Jefferson City. This adverse decision of the 
executive .caused citizens here to redouble 
their efforts in Donnelly’s behalf. Those 
who had the matter in charge obtained a 
statement from the jurors who had tried 
the case, in which they sald they would 
not have agreed upon a verdict of murder 
in the first degree if the law had per- 
mitted them to return a verdict for im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary.. Under the 
law the jury was forced to either find for 
murder in the first degree or acquit. They 
agreed upon the death sentence with the 
expectation that the Governor would com- 
mute the sentence to imprisonment. This 
statement was signed by nine of the jury, 
the other three having removed. from this 
section. 

It was forwarded by mali to Gov. Stone, 
and after carefully consideri the case in 
this new light, he very naturally recon- 
sidered his former action and commuted 
he sentence. His letter giving his reasons 
for such action was published in full in the 
St. Louis as well as the Mexico papers, and 
there is not an iota of inconsistency in 
the two letters. In this last action Gov. 
Stone reflected the sentiment of at least 
95 per cent of the people here. 

The Republic’s animus toward Mr. Cook 
in this matter can be accounted for in the 
fact that in his paper this week he published 
a strong editorial indorsing Gov. Stone as 
the head of the delegation to the National 
Convention. Mr. Cock but voiced the senti- 
ment of Audrain County in this utterance, 
as will be demonstrated at the proper time. 


Fr. Dempsey, whom the Re ublie at- 
tempts to make a party to the dicker, never 
took a prominent part in the efforts to se- 
cure @ commutation of the sehtence. In 
fact, the gentlemen who were circulating 
the petitions 7 ee Fr.

Chief of Police Deitsch of Cincinnati has 
been notified by G. V. Wing, articulator 
of human skeletons for medical students, 84 
North Washington avenue, to send full de- 
scription of Pearl Bry&n’s head. 

On Thursday morning early while Wing 
was still in bed, a man, who gave his name 
as Cole, brought a woman’s head in a tin 
bucket to Wing’s place. The back hair was 
braided, the front hair combed back and 
the color of the hair, which is from 16 to 20 
inches in length, is a beautiful brown. The 
hair on the left side was matted to the head 
by blood. . 7 

Wing’s suspicions were aroused that 


something was wrong for the reason that 
students do not present work in which blood 
is a feature of the subject. In addition, 
dry leaves were in the matted hair. 

The head looked as though it had been 
buried or frozen. A medical student who 
examined it said the head, in his ju ent, 
had been severed by a person who under- 
stood something about surgery, The cleav- 
age of the head from the body was made 
on a line with the chin, which would leave 
most of the neck on the body. : 

On the back of the head, just above where 
it was severed from the body, there is a 
cut in the flesh of the skull. Cole gaid he 
would call for the head in a day or two. 
He seemed to be in a great hurry, and has 
not been heard from since. He said he 
wanted the bones preberved in good shape 
and not cut. 

Mr. Wing, after looking at the work in 
hand, decided not to articulate the skull, 
because he believed there Was something 
crooked about the cage. : 

The head in the pall was Wrapped in a 
small blanket. The student who examined 
the head was C. 8. Burnside. The man 
who brought the head to the house was 
about 5 feet 8 inches in height, had a 
small, light mustache and would weigh 
probably 155 pounds, 

Mr. Wing says if the head had come from 
a medical college, the half would not have 
been braided. Another suspicious ¢ircum- 
stance surrounding the head was that if it 
had come from a medical college, the flesh 
would have been taken from the skull. As 
it was, the head was in a good state of 
preservation, the eyes were terribly sunk 
and it was almost impossible to conceive 
an expression of the features.

A few months before his d¢ath, which was 
on Feb. 1, 18%; Miss Brown returned to 

irkwood and announced her. engagement 
with Mr. Somers. She had his photograph 
and frequently’ received letters from him. 
but, strange to say, when he came to 8. 
Louis on his way to Europe he did not visit 
her home. 

When the news of her fiance’s death 
reached here Miss Brown attired herself 
in deep mourning and shortly afterwards 
went to New York on a visit, While there 
she learned that Somers had left all his 
property to her. 

' Bitice that time Miss Brown has only been 
back to St. Louis once, about a year ago. 

Somers, who was a member of the Lotus 
and other clubs in New York, sailed for 
Burepée in January, 1894, accompanied by 
William J. Ritchie. He was ill during the 
voyage from pheumonia, and when the 
Vessel reached Southampton he wae taken 
to a private hospital. He died on the fol- 
lowing day, but shortly before tbs death 
he executéd a will giving all his possessions 
to his fiancee, Miss Violet Gratz Brown of 
Kirkwood, Mo.

LONDON, March 21.—In the House of 
Commons Mr. John Morley bluntly asked 
the Government to make à full explanation 
of the British advance on Dongola, as noth- 
ing, in his opinion, showed that the Bgeyp- 
tian frontié® was menaced.

DEMAND RECIPROCITY. 


Merchants’ Exchange Directors Would 
Have the Law of 90 Re-Enacted. 


The Board of Directors of thé Merchants’ 
Exchange, in response to an inquiry from 
the Committee of Ways and Means of the 
House of Representatives as to the effect 
of the reciprocity arrangements under the 
tariff act of 90 and the effects of the repeal 
ef said act, yesterday forwarded the fol- 
lowing ieply to Hon, A, J. Hopkins of the 


Sub-Committee on Reciprocity and Com- 
mercial Treaties. 
The effect of reciprocity treaties nego- 
tiated by the Government under the tariff 
act of 1890 was most favorable to the trade 
of St. Louis, permitting the exportation 
to the Latin States of increased’ quanti- 
ties of flour, grain, meats, lard, agricult- 
ural implements and other manufactures, 
The effect of the repeal was to greatly 
diminish and in some instances to absolutely 
prohibit shipments to these countries. 
In the judgment of this board the re- 
enacting of a reciprocity law authorizing the 
tthe President to negotiate treaties with 
foreign nations, and espeeally with the 
Latin American States, would be of im- 
ense advantage and result in the extension 
t trad~ relations to an equal or greater 
extent than existed at the time of the 
repeal of the reciprocity act. 75

The story of the murder as ‘recounted by 
United States Marshal J. S. Williams of the 
Indian Territory is seemingly strong, cir- 
cumstantially, against the accused. Ed- 
ward Howell, who was interested in the 
cattle business, had determined, with other 
citizens of Pickens County, I. T., to rid 
that section of a gang of desperate charac- 
ters. In pursuit of his intention he incurred 
the enmity of the desperadoes. He was 
called to the door of his house on the night 
of Jan. 6, 1891, and six of the men who con- 
fronted him demanded his money, which he 
refused to give them.

Armond is said to have connected himself 
with a party of counterfeiters, and while 
engaged in that business he fell into the 
elutches of the United States Secret Serv- 
ice men. He was tried before the United 
States Circuit Court and sentenced for coun- 
terfeiting to the © egret under the 
name of Charles Rice, by which name he 
was known to the authorities. 

Marshal Charles Wiliams of the Eastern 
District of Texas, who has been unremit- 
ting in his search for De Armond, obtained 
evidence that led him to belleve Convict 
Rice and the object of his search were one 
and the same man. Having decided that he 
was on the right track, he addressed a 
letter to Warden Hayes a few days ago, 
in which he said that he believed that De 
Armond was in the Kings County Peniten- 
tiary. The Marshal ve a description of 
De Armond, and Warden Hayes, upon mak- 
lng a personal inspection of the Federal 
prisoners who were under his charge, soon

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GEN. MILES’ REPORT. 


Alleged Recommendations Regarding 
Removal of Regiments. 


CHICAGO, March 21.—A special from 
Washington says: It is learned at the War 


Department that Gen. Miles has sent his re- 
port to the Secretary of War, making rec- 
ommendations concerning the annual move- 
ment of troops throughout the country. 
Although the report has been closely guard- 
ed enough has been learned to show that 
it contemplates the possible movement of 
the First. Second, Fourteenth, Fifteenth, 
Sixteenth and Twenty-fourth regiments of 
infantry, in addition to some transfers in 
the cavalry and ertillery branehes of the 
service. if?

If the policy of 
short transfers is carried out, and Gen. 
Miles seems much in favor of it, the Sec- 
ond Infantry, now at Fort Omaha, will nat- 
urally come to Chicago and go into Garri- 
son at Fort Sheridan.“
